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“Dulles Handicapped 
By Lack of Unity 


Secretary of State Dulles is en route 
home from the Geneva Conference, It is 
perhaps just as well. His activities were 
limited and his usefulness circumscribed 
by a rigid position that gave him no room 
to maneuver. 

The secretary knew in advance what 
Gongress and a GOP divided on its Asia 
policy would accept. His leaving will be 
interpreted as a defeat for the United 
States, as in a sense it is. Our leadership 
of *the West in the diplomatic war has 
suffered a setback. 

Mr. Dulles’ difficulties and the de- 
mands of politics are well illustrated by 
the following recent quotations from two 
U.S. senators: 

. “Every competent person knew the 
Acheson cease-fire in Korea would be fol- 
lowed by invasion of Southeast Asia,” 
said Sen. William E. Jenner (R-Ind) on 
April 21. 

. In the election campaigns of 1950 

and 1952, the Korean War was made a 
political football and Republican candi- 
dates began their stump speeches by read- 


“Sng thé latest ~casuaity —tist;’-treterted— 
Sen. Thomas C. Hennings Jr. (D-Mo) on 
April 23. 


Unfortunately, there is a measure of 
truth in both quotations. There’s no doubt 
that many people felt that the cease-fire 
in Korea would only permit the Chinese 
Reds to turn their aggressive eyes else- 
where. But there’s no doubt, either, that 
the GOP adopted the Korean War as its 
eentral politi¢al theme in the months pre- 
ceding and during the 1952 campaign. 

Korea was called ‘“Truman’s Folly” 
and every other imaginable epithet was 
applied to our efforts to contain commu- 
nism there. The GOP promised to bring 
it to a quick end, to unleash Chiang Kai- 
sh and to do a number of other im- 

able things. 

The political hammering at what should 
have been kept as a bipartisan matter 
did affect the course of the war in Korea. 
As Rutherford M. Poats aptly says in his 
new book, “Decision in Korea,” the Tru- 
man administration was prevented from 
undertaking a greater war that could have 
unified Korea and also was handcuffed 
in speeding up the cease-fire negotiations 
because. évery action undertaken became 
a political issue. 

Dulles needs bipartisan support for his 


efforts. He must have the backing of 
Congress, his party and the people in 
handling this country’s difficult rela- 


tions abroad. 


Expanded State Patrol 
Needed To Save Lives 


The retiring Fulton County grand jury 
has recommended more troopers for the 
State Patrol, citing its present strength as 
“below minimum requirements.” 

The recommendation reaffirms what 
has been demonstrated time and again— 
a state patrol of sufficient size to police 
Georgia roads is absolutely necessary if 
the toll of death and destruction is to be 
lessened. 

The best proof offered yet of this fact 
is the lowering of traffic deaths during 
holidays when extra troopers have pa- 
trolled the roads, This established be- 
yond doubt that adequate policing of the 
highways is economical ‘and justified. 

We're building more and better roads 
to take care of more and more vehicles 
and vehicular traffic on Georgia high- 
ways. . The increased mileage and num- 
ber of automobiles and trucks put an 
additional strain upon the State Patrol. 
It, too, must grow with traffic. : 

The Fulton jury commends the pres- 
ent patrol for the job it is doing: “Under 
this restricted setup, we think it is re- 
markable that they are able to function 
as effectively as they do.” 

Along with good roads and other im- 
provements such as the Uniform Traffic 
Code, the state needs an able and ade- 

quate State Patrol to police its high- 
ways.

Nursing as Profession 


Deserves Higher Status 


Georgia, along with the rest of the na- 
tion, has made remarkable progress in 
building hospitals. But hospitals without 
adequate skilled personnel are but empty 
things of brick and stone. 

The erection of new hospitals together 
with population increases has brought 
a shortage of doctors and nurses that in 
some areas has become painfully acute. 
The Georgia General Assembly recognized 
the doctor problem by providing for a 
scholarship plan to help insure medical 
care for rural areas. 

The same thing might well be done for 
nurses. 


Congresswoman Frances P. Bolton of 


Ohio presented the nursing problem be- 
fore the House of Representatives recent- 
ly. She cited a general, critical and ever- 
increasing shortage of nurses, both regis- 
tered and practical, to supply the nation’s 
over-all needs, 

Causes given were much like those to 
which the shortage of teachers is at- 
tributed—low pay, insecurity, poor per- 
sonnel policies in regard to vacations, re- 
tirement pay, promotions and early mar- 
riage of nurses who have been trained, etc. 

The nature of the causes makes the 
remedial approach fairly evident. As long 
as the nurse is underpaid and under- 
privileged, few young women are going to 
be attracted to the profession. 

Public education as to the need for 
nurses and a fuller appreciation of what 
the services of a good nurse can mean are 
the avenues by which permanency, pres- 
tige and better pay may come the way of 
the nation’s Nightingales.

Panama Canal Is ~~

The éarthquake was no surprise; 
for a fault runs along the earth's 
surface from Alaska to the south- 
ernmost tip of South America, and 
quakes are frequent along this 
blemish in the Western hemis- 
phere’s complexion. 

This fault, and the fear of what 
earthquakes might do to the locks 
of the canal proposed across the 
Isthmus of Panama, was one of 
the great arguments in favor of a 
canal connecting the Atlantic and 
Pacific through Nicaragua. The 
Nicaraguan route would have been 
at sea level, and much less vul- 
nerable to attacks by both nature 
and saboteurs. 


The Nicaraguan proposal was so 
logical, and the political situation 
in Panama was so confused, that a 
treaty was drawn up between the 
United. States and the Central 
American country in 1884 providing 
for the construction and operation 
of a Nicaraguan canal. The French 
had a go at the Panama route, and 
failed. The situation was further 
complicated by financial matters 
and the fact that Panama then was 
a department of Colombia. 

The Senate refused to ratify this 
Nicaraguan treaty, and there was 
more to it than met the eye. 
Southerners of the time were pro- 
Nicaragua for it was felt that a 
canal there would benefit southern 
ports. There was some feeling 
that the treaty had been done in 
by the vested interests of the east- 
ern seaboard.

The Nicaragua idea died hard, 
and a private company was formed 
to dig the canal after Corgress 
refused. ‘However, a rewolution 
by which Panama detached itself 
from Colombia (or was detached), 
resulted in a United States con- 
cession through the new republic. 
After many difficulties the seas 
finally were linked. 


The Panama Canal is a little 
over 40 miles long. By means of 
locks ships are raised 85 feet from 
the Atlantic to Gatun Lake, and 
then more locks lower them to 
the Pacific side. The Culebra Cut 
is through the highest point of the 
continental divide along the route, 
and the earth has been sliding 
and slipping into the canal there 
ever since it was opened. 


A Nicaraguan canal would not 
have had a deep narrow cut like 
Culebra, or the mighty locks of 
Panama. Some of the Navy's car- 
riers now are too big to go th 
Panama, ‘and like the battleship 
Oregon of the Spanish War, must 
steam around Cape Horn to get 
from the East to the West Coast. 

Its locks and dams make the 
Panama Canal extremely vulner- 
able in war. And during war or 
peace, a big tremor in the earth’s 
loose crust can put it out of com-

WASHINGTON, May 3—Secre-| 
tary of State Dulles will face the 
most serious <riticism of his long 
career tomorrow when he returns 
to the Capital from the Geneva 
conference. 

He is scheduled to report to 
congressional leaders of both 
parties Wednesday morning and 
to the Senate Foreign Relations” 
Committee in the afternoor’ 


The charges being made agamst 


him here are these: 
1. He proposed in public a pol- 
icy of “‘united action” to block 


the Communist aggression in In- 
dochina before finding out in ad- 
vance whether he had the support 
of the Congress, the French and 
the British whose backing of the 
*‘united action’’ policy was known 
by him to be essential. 

2. He went to London and 
Paris to press for adoption of this 
policy on the eve of the Geneva 
conference and was met (a) with 
a public refusal by the British, 
and (b) with a French request 
for immediate U.S. air interven- 
tion in the war. 


was immediately refused ° by 
Washington. 
3. The result of these things 


was a public demonstration, not 
of ‘‘united action’’ by the Western 
powers, but of ‘“‘disunited inac- 
tion,”’ which greatly weakened 
the Western position at Geneva 
and exposed American leadership 


to its worst diplomatic defeat 
since the fall of continental 
China, |- 


NOT AIMED AT POLICY 


These criticisms of Dulles are 
‘not. directed to the policy of 
‘‘united action.’’ President Eisen- 
hower himself used this precise 
phrase over a year ago to de- 
scribe the administration's policy 


for the-defense-of-seutheast Asia- + 


The criticism is rather of 
Dulles’ timing, and of the deci- | 
sion—which was approved by the | 
President—to announce the policy | 
publicly and dramatize it by a 
trip to London and Paris before | 
exploring it thoroughly and quiet-| 
ly through diplomatic channels. | 

The background of the contro- | 
versy is as follows: 


The administration's. Indoc hine | 
policy was based on two princi- 
ples: First, that the loss of Indo- | 
china might lead to Communist 
domination of all of southeast 
Asia and threaten the vital inter- | 
ests, not only of the United States, | 
but of the whole of the free world: 
and second, that since the inter- | 
ests of the whole free world were 
at stake, the threat must be met 
by “‘united action.”’ 

“We will play our part in col-' 
lective defense of the area,’’ the 
official theme went, 
not going to play gladiator for the 
world.”’ 


VAGUE IMPLICATIONS 

Consequently, the questioris that 
are now being asked here are 
these: 


1. When the French defense of 
Indochina began to deteriorate 
seriously, and the administration 
felt obliged to consider the pos- 
sibility of intervening there along 
with the British, French and oth- 
ers, why was ‘sO serious a move 
not explored more thoroughly 
with congressional leaders? 

2. Since the administration had 
cecided not to intervene in Indo- 
china without the British, French 
and others, why’ did Dulles not 
find out privately whether they 
would support a policy of “‘united 
action’’ before he announced it? 

3. Finally, why. was it neces- 
Sary to dramatize such a gamble 
with a trip to London and Paris 
a few days before the Geneva 
conference?

Dixie Bank Debits 
& Pet. Over 53

Although some slowing-down of business activity in the Sixth 
District was evident during the first quarter of this year, ‘‘the 
slackening has been less pronounced in the district than through- 
out the nation,’’ the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta reported 
Monday. 

In a review of economic indicators for the first three months 
of 1954, the bank also notes that the growth factor—particularly 
sas reflected in a continued expansion of construction—apparently 
shas been. strong enough to offset weakening influences in the 
district economy. 

On the brighter side of the picture it is pointed out that con- 
ditions have favored jagricultural income «at least enough to 
prevent continued sharp declines. In some cases there were 
slight increases. Georgia’s farm cash receipts were greater in 
January and February this year than last. 

Bank: debits during the first quarter rose 3 per cent over 
the corrsponding period “in 1953 in the district. They are a 
measure roughly of total spending, whic h in turn reflects changes 
in income. In Atlanta they were up 7 per cent, while for Georgia 
they gained 4 per cent. And despite spptty declines, the demand 
for bank credit continued strong. 

While district consumers. cut their spending more than usual 
(although Jess than for the entire nation), they added substanti- 
ally to their savings. At the same time, individual indebtedness 
was reduced. District bank installment loans at the end of March 
were 5 per cent lower than at the end of 1953.
